1996, entitled "Collapsible Container With Integrally Supported Dunnage," now U.S. Patent 
No. 5,725,119, all such patents being incorporated herein by reference.

As such, to the extent that the Bradford et al. '119 would show all 
the structure of the device as recited by the claims as argued by the Examiner, the present 
application would be entitled to the benefit of the February 28, 1 996, filing date of Bradford 
eLaL '119- As such, the Bradford et al. '119 patent is not a prior art reference under 
§1 02(b), and can not be used as such to reject the pending claims. 
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
